1. The After Final Amendment is not entered. It is noted that while the first portion 
of the proposed amendment to claim 4 "...an adhesive polymer formed from a 
polymerized and cured mixture of urethane prepolymer and a dilution monomer, said 
adhesive polymer is impregnated into or coated onto the supporting layer ..." clarifies 
the scope of the invention as suggested in Office action dated 3/23/2005, and 
overcomes the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections, the second portion of the proposed 
amendment now recites "... and an isomer of octadecyl (meth)acrylate" and deletes 
"octadecyl (meth)acrylate". Such an amendment clearly changes the scope of the 
invention, and raises new issues that would require further consideration and/or search .
